Kathryn Meadow-Orlans, a reseacher 
at the Gallaudet Research Institute, 
received an honorary degree, Doctor of 
Humane Letters, from Denison Univer- 
sity, her undergraduate alma mater.

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Students visit 
England on 
youth exchange 


A group of fifteen students—hearing 
and hearing impaired—will participate 
in the 1985 President’s International 
Youth Exchange Program by spending 
July 13 through August 3 in England 
this summer. The students, from high 
school programs across the country, 
are winners of a competition jointly 
sponsored by Gallaudet College and 
the Central Bureau Youth Department 
in London. Financial assistance for the 
program is provided by the Bureau of 
Educational and Cultural Affairs of the 
United States Information Agency. 

To qualify for the exchange pro- 
gram, students had to submit a project 
related to the United Kingdom, three 
letters of reference, and several essays 
dealing with deafness and the United 
Kingdom. The students’ submissions 
ranged from paintings to term papers 
to video tapes. The entries were judged 
by a panel composed of two MSSD 
teachers, two KDES teachers, and two 
staff members from the International 
Center on Deafness at Gallaudet. An 
MSSD student from Pennsylvania, 
Sharon McCaleb, was among the fif- 
teen students selected for the program. 

The students will travel to Gallaudet 
on July 10 for three days of orientation 
before leaving for England. Once in the 
U.K., students will visit schools, agen- 
cies, and organizations related to 
deafness in London, York, and Devon. 
Time will also be reserved for 
sightseeing. 

According to Eli Savanick, director 
of Gallaudet’s International Center on 
Deafness, the exchange will foster two 
types of cross cultural experience. 
“We're hoping the hearing students will 
have across cultural experience with 
the deaf students,” he said. “And that
